THE DOMINION ESTIMATES. 


Ottawa, Ont., May 9.—Sir Cirarles 
Tupper this afternoon presevied the 
estimates for the year ending June 
80th, 1888. The total ameunt esti- 
mated during the coming year ix $42,- 
$21,182. Of this $35,041,855 is 
chargeable to consolidated tiiad for 
current expenditnre and $7.299,327 
to capital acconnt. Increases over 
the present year are $1,724,414, and 
decreases $898,814, leaving a net in- 
crease of $825,000.
